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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . It is noted that this application appears to claim subject matter disclosed in prior 
Application No. 60/089,216. filed 6/15/1998. A reference to the prior application must 
be inserted as the first sentence(s) of the specification of this application or in an 
application data sheet (37 CFR 1 .76), if applicant intends to rely on the filing date of the 
prior application under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(e) or 1 20. See 37 CFR 1 .78(a). For benefit 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, the reference must include the relationship (i.e., 
continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) of all nonprovisional applications. Also, 
the current status of all nonprovisional parent applications referenced should be 
included.

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that , 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

3. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Shay et al. (USPN 4,801 ,671 ) or Jenkins et al. (USPN 5,292,843 or USPN 5,399,61 8). 
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Each of Shay et al. (col. 2, lines 41-68, col. 3, lines 6-9 and col. 4, lines 7-19) or 
Jenkins et al. [(col. 1, lines 43-53 and col. 8, lines 55-68 in '843) and (col. 2, lines 5-23 
and col. 9, lines 24-42 in '618)] teach aqueous polymer compositions comprising 
polymers prepared from the present acid monomers (A), the present alky ester 
monomers (B) and the present alkoxylated fatty alcohol/ unsaturated isocyanates 
macromonomer products C), each in the presently claimed amounts. 

Thus, the requirements for rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) are fully met.
